It is be- 
lieved that this enormous supply of 


yet in the ground will meet the 
i.s of the American people for at 


least o.ooo years to come. These de- 
posits are scattered throughout the 
nat •:)!'.. 2S states having bituminous 
ami lignite resources. In many sec- 
;:;'.-::s, the coal lies close to the sur- 
f a-.-•'. so that in times of high prices 
it may be profitably mined without a 
great outlay of capital. 


Yet. 
with all these obstacles to 


private greed, and with all these ap- 
parent advantages to the American 
consumer, ihe bituminous coal op- 
erator—without having a monopoly 
—have succeeded in attaining the 
practical results at which monopoly 


added, with appropriate "pyramid- 
ing," to the price the American peo- 
ple pay for coal. The people are thus, 
the real contributors to the National 
Coal Association, and they therefore 
are entitled to know what the organ- 
iation is doing. 


The Senate Committee on Manu- 


factures in 1921 investigated the coal 
problem and brought to light the 
truth about' the National Coal Asso- 
ciation. The testimony revealed its 


agents seeking to intimidate officials of 
the United States Government; its lob- 
byists in Washington .attempting- to in- 
fluence members of Congress and to block 
"unfriendly" legislation; its "committee 
on education" conducting' advertising 
campaigns and "feeding" publicity mat-'" 
ter to the press; its membership'partici- 
pating in political campaigns and at- , 
tempting to elect its "friends" to seats 
in the House and the Senate. 


Undoubtedly a coal operator has as 


The National Coal Association is 


largely controlled by'a numerous "com- 
pany of directors whose names appear 
from the transcript that I will send to 
the committee. At those meetings they 
discuss prices, conditions, and many 
other things, and the inevitable tendency 
of the discussions is to promote a uni- 
formity both of price and methods of 
handling labor and all other questions. 
They promote agreement. 


"Now, what I would like the Commit- 


mittee to do—and I do not doubt that it 
has the power—would be to get the Na- 
tional Coal Association to produce to the 
committee the transcripts of the stenog- 
raphic reports of their meetings- that 
were held on the dates that I.am able to 
give the committee, and lay them before 
this committee. They say they ask noth- 
ing but a square deal,- and that every- 
thing is above board. Let them produce 
the transcripts." 


The efforts of the Senate committee to 


obtain copy of these transcripts were 
fruitless. 
The Vice-president and the 


Secretary of the National Coal Associa- 
tion took the stand and pleaded their in- 


much right to engage in politics and in "-ability to produce the records. Secretary 
Government as any other citizen. But 
when these activities are carried on in 
secret, and when every effort is made to 
conceal them from the public, it is time 
for the public to become interested. 


It is a matter of record that the Na- 


tional Coal Association set out in 1919 to 
control prices through exchanges of 
"statistical data" regarding prices and 
costs, among its membership. This prac- 
tice was discontinued only after an in- 
dictment had been found against those 
participating in it. 


The National Coal Association has 


since attempted to do by indirection what 
it can not legally do directly. 


An able and faithful representative of 


the American people in Congress is Rep- 
resentative George W. Huddleston of 
Alabama. Representative Huddleston is 
congressman from one of the chief bitu- 
minous producing districts of the south. 
He knows the bituminous industry thor- 
oughly at first hand. During the Senate 
inquiry into coal, he took the stand and 
gave some illuminating testimony re- 
garding the National Coal Association 
and its activities. Excerpts from his tes- 
timony follow:

Q. The possibility of a combination 


which would control the prices of bitu- 
minous coal production in this country 
has been denied throughout these hear- 
ings by certain of the witnesses appear- 
ing here representing the producers. 
What have you to say about that? 


Rep. 
Huddleston: The key to the sit- 


uation is the National Coal Association 
and the wholesale dealers' association. 


"We have for illustration, in my com- 


munity the Alabama Coal Operators' 
Association. It is a member of the Na- 
tional Coal Association. There is some 
method—of course it would not be known 
to me, and there are people connected 
with it who ought to be in jail—there is 
some method that they have of fixing 
prices. . . . They have . . . a daily re- 
port system of who is getting orders and 
where they are coming from, what they 
are paying, and one thing and another, 
and either by tacit agreement or some- 
thing of the kind the coal prices are af- 
fected in that way. 


"There has been all over the countrv 


a consolidation of sales agencies during 
the last year or two, an extraordinary 
consolidation, so that you will find in al- 
most every coal field a few sales agents 
acting in harmony with each ether and 
controlling the entire output. 
From 


many operators in my district you can- 
not buy coal. They do not sell to a con- 
sumer. The consumers are referred to a 
sales agent. 


Q. Do you find that they charge the 
same prices, these sales agents ? 


A..They charge the same prices. 
"Let me say that I brought this to the 


attention of the Attorney General short- 
ly before I introduced my bills, and went 
over the situation, and I asked him to in- 
vestigate it, and he referred the matter 
to the district attorney in my district, 
very much to my surprise, because it rep- 
resents but a very small production of 
the coal business of the United States. 
The district attorney carried on an in- 
vestigation, and as a result of that no 
indictment was found, and there the mat- 
ter ended. 


"The law has been violated in letter 


and in spirit. There is not the slightest 
doubt about it in my mind at all. I think 
there have been violations of the law as 
it now stands. . . . The people have been 
looted and will never get back a nickle of 
their money." 


Senator Kenyon: "Do you think the 


people prefer to be robbed rather than to 
'disturb business?' 
__ • 


A. "That depends upon whom you re- 


fer to as people. If you refer to the busi- 
ness world generally, my observation of 
the business world is that if a man has 
got his hand in the public pocket he is 
willing to have some other man's hand in 
his pocket. But if you mean the great 
exploited public, I think they want relief. 
The great exploited public that are not 
themselves getting any of this easy 
money would like to have something done 
for their relief." 


Representative Huddleston

the vital information, ifdemanded. 


In spite of this policy of concealment, 


however, enough of the truth has been 
revealed1 to show that the bituminous coal 
operators have subjected the American 
people toj merciless profiteering during 
and since the World War. 


Before the war, ther,e is no question 


that bituminous operators were taking 
small margins and In'many instances 
were content with reasonable profits. 
The industry was highly competitive in 
many respects. Beginning in 19J6, mar- 
gins and profits began to soar. 


While the coal operators have succeed- 


ed in throttling nearly every Government 
agency that has sought to investigate 
them, they are convicted of profiteering 
on the showing of their income tax re- 
turns to the Government. 


These figures are, it must be borne in 


mind, very difficult to check and since 
they are based on data prepared by the 
operators themselves they inevitably fur- 
nish an opportunity for concealment of 
profits. 


The report of the Internal Revenue 


Bureau of the Department show that in 
1917, the first year of the war, 392^ coal 
operators earned profits in excess of 15 
per cent, their maximum earnings on 
capital stock, in ten instances, ranging 
as high as 1,000 per cent. 


A total of 334 of these companies, or 


over 85 per cent, showed earnings, after 
the deduction of taxes, of over 25 per 
cent; 218 or more than 55 per cent of the 
operators included in the tables, showed 
earnings of over 50 per cent on capital 
stock, while 118, -or more than 30 per 
cent, showed earnings of over 100 per 
cent. 


These profits were made, be it remem- 


bered, when American boys were being 
sent to France by the millions, and Amer- 
ican families were scrimping to buy Lib- 
erty Bonds and to meet advanced living 
costs, for the purpose of "making (he 
world safe for democracy!" 


The Calder Committee of the Senate 


in 1920 investigated the profits of 26 
large bituminous companies, which it de- 
clared were typical of the entire industry. 
The net profits or net income of these 
26 companies were 58,737,124 for the 
four years 1912-1915, and for 
the

Thus the cloak of secrecy was thrown 


about the activities of the National Coal 
Association by its representatives ap- 
pearing before a committee of the Senate. 
It was shown that the Coal Association 
had been holding meetings, in various 
cities at regular intervals. It was con- 
ceded that if the operators met to dis- 
cuss price-fixing,'the meetings would be 
in violation of the law. What transpired 
in these meetings will never be known to 
the public, since the transcript furnished 
by Representative Huddleston was the 
only adequate report submitted at the 
Senate hearing. The amazing revelations 
contained in this single document, pro- 
duced in an accompanying article (p. 
149), are sufficient to give the people the 
measure of the National Coal Associa- 
tion. 


The whole effort of the bituminous coal 


operators has been to conceal the facts 
regarding their profits and costs from the 
public and from the Government. 


Following the War, Congress passed 


a resolution calling upon the Federal 
Trade Commission to provide it with 
facts as a basis for legislation to decrease 
the cost of living. 
• . 
• 


The 
Federal 
Tirade 
Commission 


promptly undertook an investigation -to 
ascertain the costs of production of the 
basic necessaries of life. It circulated a 
questionnaire among the bituminous coal 
operators designed to elicit this informa- 
tion in respect to coal. 


The National Coal Association defied 


the Federal Trade Commission. Acting 
in behalf of the operators it appealed for 
an injunction from the federal courts, re- 
straining the agents of the Federal Trade 
Commission from examining its books. 
The injunction was promptly granted, 
and it has since been made permanent by 
the federal courts. 


-As a result, the American people today 


know nothing regarding the costs and 
profits of the bituminous coal operators 


izine 


lead them all, with the exception of the 
paper and pulp industry, which had a net 
income of 28.7 per cent. The profiteering 
in this industry was so excessive as to 
call forth an investigation by Congress. 


The coal operators have kept from the 


people the truth regarding profits .for the 
years 1921, 1922, and 1923.. SucK rec- 
ords as are available, however, show that 


. 1921 was a "dull" year,'1922 was "dull" 


during the first six months but "good" 
during the last six months,.while in 1923 
the coal operators have been taking 
'heavy toll in profits. 


The only conclusion that can be drawn 


from these figures is that the coal op- 
erators, who were content with a margin 
as low as 10 cents per ton during the pre- 
war period, have since the war success- 
fully attempted to retain th'eir war prof- 
its, ami have, in many instances, in- 
creasd them to far beyond the war fig- 
ures. 


This is the factor which has sent bitu- 


minous coal prices soaring, to $10, $12 ' 
and even as high as $16 and $18 per ton. 
It'has not been the fault of labor, it has 
not been the fault of a shortage in the 
supply, it has not been'the lack of coal 
cars, that .has produced this condition. 
It has been the greed of exploiting in- 
terests, escaping the punishment of the 
Government, which has subjected the 
people to robbery at the hands of the coal 
industry. The profits of the coal opera- 
tors "during the years 1916-19 have been 
shown to have totalled'one billion dollars. 
What they have' been from 1920 to'date, 
will not be known until the coal operators 
permit an analysis of their books. 


If the people of this country permit the 


bituminous operators to continue their 
present policy of exploitation and profi- 
teering, it will be only a question of time 
before the bituminous coal supply of the 
nation, like the anthracite supply, will be 
in the hands of a small group of men 
holding enormous monopoly power. 


The dominating, figures in the bitumi- 


nous industry have the genius and the 
financial resources! to achieve that power. 


The Rockefeller interests are among 


the chief producers in the United States. 
They control the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company, and as was .shown by a report 
of a Committee of the House a decade 
ago, employed Baldwin-Felt detectives to 
shoot down union men who disputed 
their power in that field. 


The Rockefeller interests also control 


the Consolidation Coal Company, the sec- 
ond largest bituminous producing com- 
pany in the United States. 


Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 


Treasury of the United States, and the 


the demands of the elder Morgan, when ' 
the latter threatened to precipitate 
a financial panic unless the Steel Trust 
was permitted to snuff its only formid- 
able competitor out of existence. 


Meanwhile, the public coal lands that 


remain after huge grants to the railroads,' 
are menaced. The Government must ad- 
minister with'exceeding discretion the'-' 
coal and oil land leasing bills recently- 
enacted by Congress if it is to prevent 
the people's last remnant of coal reserves 
from falling into the hands of a fev self- 
ish interests. 
The Standard Oil Com- . 


pany has already absorbed the richest 
• 


of the Government oil reserves, at Teapot 
Dome, through a secret lease from for- 
mer Secretary of the Interior Fall, using-' • 
the Sinclair Company as a "dummy." 
What monopoly has done in oil, it may 
reasonably be expected to do in coaL 


Like the railroads, and like the anthra- 


cite monopolists, the bituminous opera- 
tors are using "investment" and "valua- - 
tion" figures to confute the Government 
and the people. They demand that they; 
be permitted to capitalize the great re^ 
serves under their control. By frequentj 
sales among themselves and by "reor- 
ganizations," they have inflated the cap, 
italization of their companies beyond al| 
bounds. The Pittsburgh Coal Company,,;:, 
for instance, conducts a profitable mer-- •• 
chandising business from its mines 13 
operation, but holds vast reserves of coa| 
lands, and capitalizes these at large fig- 
ures.

Mr. Wing asserted during his testi-

The return on investment 
made by the operators was estimated by 
Mr. Wing to have run as high as 357 per 
cent in 1920. 


The Treasury Reports for 1920 have 


just been made available and published 
by the' Coal" Commission, showing that 
in that year, two years after the War, 
the coal operators made the largest prof- 
its of any business in the country, with 
one exception. 


The per cent of net income on "in- 


vested capital" for the. coal operators in 
1920 was 26.04 per cent, as compared 
with 4.84 per cent in metal mining, a 
similar industry. 
The Standard Oil 


Trust could not bring, the earnings of the 
gas and oil industry above-12.29 per cent* 
and flagrant profiteering among lumber- 
men and construction companies brought 
the net income in the construction indus- 
try to only 17.85. The coal operators 


third richest'American, is a power in the 
Pittsburgh Coal Company (war profits 
noted above), the largest producer of bi- 
tuminous coal for commercial purposes. 
Secretary Mellon's relatives sit on the 
board of directors of this organization 
and his bank in Pittsburgh finances its 
operations. • 


Numerous railroad corporations con- 


trol vast reserves of coal lands and evade 
the law prohibiting joint participation in 
the coal and transportation industries. 
The Norfolk and Western, for example, 
controls the Pocahontas field in West 
Virginia, organizing a separate company 
to lease its rich coal lands to the Poca- 
hontas Company, the royalties on which 
revert to the owners of the railroad.: 


The United States Steel Corporation 


is the largest single producer of bitumi- 
nous coal in the country. It mines coal 
for its own use and for sale to the public. 
The H. C. Frick Coke Company of Penn- 
sylvania, which sells its products to the 
Steel Trust, is the largest bituminous 


_ producing company in the United States. 


We thus have Rockefe'ler, Mellon, the 


Steel Trust, and many railroads, which 
are in turn dominated by the banking 
combine, directly interested in the bitu- 
minous coal business. 


It was the elder Morgan who built up 


the Anthracite Monopoly. How long will 
it take the gentlemen interested in the 
bituminous industry to effect a similar 
strangle-hold upon a vaster source of 
wealth, if the business is to be permitted 
to return the present profits, and left free 
from effective Government regulation? 


Already the tendency toward concen- 


trated monopoly has been manifested. 
The Consolidation Coal Company, con- 
trolled by Rockefeller—true to its name 
—has led the coal companies in buying 
up great reserves of coal lands formerly 
held by ;thousands. of individual owners, 
As far back as the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion, the Tennessee Coal and Iron Com- 
pany was absorbed, with its great coal 
'.reserves, by fhe Steel Trust,; in plain, vio- 
lation of the Sherman Anti-Trust law. 
President Roosevelt obligingly yielded to 


' 


The profits of the operating company; 


are "spread over" the total capitalization 
so that the people are compelled to pay; 
a return, not only on the coal actually 
mined, but also upon the millions of tons' 
of coai yet in the ground together with' 
its unearned increment up to 1913. The 
effect of this policy is twofold: (1) to 
conceal and reduce the reported profits, 
and (2) to reduce the taxes payable into 
the United States treasury. • 


In this connection, it is worthy of nota 


that the one man in the United States 
in whom final authority on taxation rul- . 
ings is vested is Andrew W. Mellon, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and a large in- 
vestor in the coal industry. 


The consistent policy of the coal opera,-, 


tors in both the anthracite and the bitu- 
minous fields has been to make labor "the 
goat" for their raids upon the public. . -;.- 


Every impartial investigator of the 


coal problem, including committees of 
Congress and governmental boards and 
commissions has conceded that the union- 
izing of the coal mines has resulted in 
substantial benefit to the industry. ; 
Wages have been stabilized, the mining 
of coal has been rendered a safer occu- 
pation, and many of the inhuman prac- 
tices which were common in the mines $ 
few decades ago have been eliminated. 


The department of justice under the;-': 


Wilson and Harding-Coolidge administra- 
tions has done nothing to restrain the 
greed of the bituminous operators. High- - 
sounding statements' have been issuecl 
from time to time, but the real offenders^ 
• 


have felt only the touch of a "gloved 
hand." 


The first measure needed is to turn otf 


the light. The public must have the facts 
representing costs and profits which the.'''•- 
coal operators, with tho aid of the courts, -A 
have denied to the Federal Trade Cora. ; 
mission and to Congress. 
: 


The coal deposits of this country ard; 


not the private property of those wh$ 
now control them. This ^normous wealth 
was not produced by man or by corporate " 
investment. The combined efforts of all 
the coal operators in the country could 
not produce in the ground a pound of coal" ': 
to match the trillions of tons which na- 
ture endowed to ,the American people. 
Coal is of^such prime necessity to the 
human race that its production and sale . ?. 
constitute a public utility to the same 
degree that transportation is a public "'.'.. 
utility. The people may take back these " 
resources, under the constitution, with 
proper compensation to those who now- .-- 
hold them. 


In the meantime, if the people would • 


free themselves from exploitation and ..: 
from the menace of a complete monopoly .: 
on coal, they have an instrument ready 
to their hands.

SUBSTANTIALLY lowering retail food 


. prices to Wisconsin, consumers is the 


purpose of an investigation now being 
made by experts of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, it was learn- 
ed at Washington. 


Incidental with this desirable objective 


is the expectation that while food prices 
are being lowered the returns of farm- 
ers will be increased, according to ofli- 
'cials of the Department. 


Both can be accomplished, they say, 


by the simple expedient of encouraging 
the farmers in the country dis'tricts sur-1 
rounding to better meet its marketing 
demands. 


- This is not being done today, experts 
conducting investigations have discover- 
ed. Studies made so far have shown 
that less than 10 per cent of the eggs,- 
less than 12 per cent of the potatoes, and 
"less than 22 per cent of the dressed 
poultry used in the average Wisconsin 
city is produced in contiguous farming 
territory, it is declared by federal au- 
thorities. 


These authorities have set out to 


learn the approximate quantity of eggs, 
poultry, potatoes and other farm prod- 
ucts that are annually consumed in Wis- 
consin cities. The information when ob- 
tained will be communicated to the adja- 
cent farming population. Then a sys- 
tematic campaign will be launched to 
bring city and country together in a 
-systematic marketing system. 


When this is accomplished there will 


be an appreciable drop in the 'cost of liv- 
ing in the cities, say federal authorities. 
The financial condition of Wisconsin 
farmers will likewise be greatly bettered, 
Ihey arid. 


It has been figured out by federal in- 


vestigators that to supply the potato 
deficit left by Wisconsin farmers in the 
average city there are average freight

Iviany instances are known to govern- 


ment marketing authorities where Wis- 
consin producers neglect nearby markets 
in an effort to develop distant outlets. In- 
vestigators have reported cases where 
some Wisconsin cities bring certain 
produce from distant sections when the 
same commodity is being grown in the 
immediate territory and shipped to cities 
consin cities. Where it is not possible 
.saving on transportation alone would go 
far toward reducing distribution costs, 
the department says. 


Surveys are now being completed in 


Pennsylvania cities that have produced 
data that will be used by federal officials 
to stimulate the "buy-at-home" cam- 
paigns in every section of the. country, 
Similar inquiries will be made in Wis- 
consin cities.

for the federal government to supervise 
investigations, its officials will offer sug- 
gestions to local organizations that will 
enable them to bring out pertinent facts.

Oshkosh Northwestern: 
Indignant protests 


have been aroused by the charge recently mado 
by J, J. Tigert, United State's commissioner of 
education, that the colleges of this country 
are inclined to foster and encourage "profes- 
sionalism'1 in their athletic activjtiss and that 
many of the presidents of these institutions 
find it convenient to "wink" at" this growing 
evil. It is.trii3uperhaps, that .there is too much 
professionalism -.in college athletics, but appar- 
ently the blanket' indictment made by Mr. Ti- 
gert suggests an. exaggeration of the "facts.'He 
himself is careful to employ the term "subsid- 
izing" in place of "paying," in referring to 
tl»e method commonly employed to attract ex- 
perts to the field of cpllege athletics.
